FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1896. 


In submitting our report of the schools of Langdon for the 
past year, we think we have reason to congratulate ourselves 
upon the faithfulness of the teachers who have had charge of 
our schools. It is evident the teachers have desired to doa 
good work. We need to remember that every teacher needs 
the hearty support of all, in order to secure the best results. 
The past year being the year for change of text books in the 
schools throughout the state, duty and a desire for the best 
good of the schools required that some changes be made. Our 
books were in bad condition. We were called upon by rep- 
resentatives of the leading publishing houses, from whom we 
obtained very favorable terms. The old books were sent for 
exchange. The new books were procured at the introduc- 
tory price, with 20 per cent deduction for cash, and freight 
paid on the old and the new, which enabled us to furnish the 
schools at a very low price. We realize that the change has 
been beneficial, both to teachers and scholars, producing re- 
newed interest in their work. 

Number of schools maintained, 3; number of terms of 
school, 7; number of weeks, 69; number of children between 
the ages of 5 and 15 years as reported by selectmen, boys, 32; 
girls, 26; number of pupils attending schools, 51.
